The chief dangers lie in 
withdrawal syndromes which often include lgss of muscle 
coordination as in epileptic seizures. Failure of the respira- 
tory system can occur in withdrawal. Therefore, in attempting 
to take a barbiturate addict off the drug he must be under close 
medical supervision. Convulsions can occur uptpthe 16th day of 
withdrawal. 

Basically, there are three classifications of barbiturates: 


™ nae | = (1) Those which provide a slow start in their effect, but duration 
nA ¢ ‘<. is longer, as in the case of phenobarbital. Examples are 
SF R ESH CRISP ICEBERG ut 4A Eskabarb and Luminal.

or moderate in starting time and duration. These include 
butabarbital and amobarbital. Other examples could be Butisol 
and Amytal. (3) Short action, fast starters. The effects come 
on fast, but do not last as long as group 1. Examples are 
Secobarbital and pentobarbital, Seconal and Nembutal. 

Parents observing unusual behavior of youngsters, where 
there is no other reasonable explanation, should be on the alert 
for drug abuse indicators such as slowing down of the young- 
ster’s physical and mental functions. If really on barbiturates 
the user’s speech will become slower than usual, his actions will 
be impaired and his judgment becomes very erratic. Figding 
capsules or tablets in the youngster’s clothing, which you Know 
nothing about as to origination or reason for him having them, 
should be met with immediate alarm, and insistence of a full 
explanation. Any evasiveness should bring about a complete in- 
vestigation of the matter by the parent.

Changes 


The National Football Lea- 
gue held its annual meeting 
last week, and the league offi- 
cials adopted seven rule ch- 
anges. 

Rule changes adopted are: 
1, All decorations on fields 
must be approved by the NFL. 
All chain crews must be dr- 
essed imformally and all ball 
boys must be similarly atti- 
red. All clubs must use st- 
andard sideline markers and 
pylons will be used instead of 
flags. 

2. Having more than ll men in 
a huddle will be considered un- 
sportsmanlike conduct. (15 yard 
penalty). 

3 If an offensive team uses 
a double-shift within its oppo- 
nents 20-vardline, it must have 
been shown in the game three 
previous times. The old rule 
required showing the double 
shift three times in a quarter 
before using it within the 20. 
4. A fourth down pass, from 
the line of scrimmage inside 
the opponents 20, will be re- 
turned to the scrimmage line 
instead of the 20 if it is in- 
complete. 

5. If fouls are committed by 
both teams, one of which calls 
for disqualification, the pen- 
alties will be offsetting: even 
though the disqualified player 
still will be banned from the 
game. In the past, a penalty 
was assessed the team of the 
disqualified player, but the pen- 
alty against the other team was 
ignored. 

6. Penalties for having an il- 
legal player downfield or off- 
ensive pass interference were 
reduced from 15 to 10 yards, 
joining holding, illegal use of 
hands, and tripping. The latter 
three were reduced last sea- 
son. 

?. If there is defensive hold- 
ing downfield and the passer 
is sacked, the penalty will be 
assessed from the line of sc- 
rimmage. In the past, it has 
been assessed from the place 
the thrower was tackled.

Easter stands for victory. 
It stands for several kinds of 
victory. In Paul’s letter to 
the Church of Corinth he stat- 
es, “God be praised, he gives 
us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” (1 Cor. 15:57 
NEB), 

In the first place, it stands 
for the victory of life over 
death. Nothing escapes death. 
Death, we are tempted to say, 
has the last word. And yet 
we know that that is not true. 
It is life and not death that has 
the last word. We all know that 
science cannot start life. But 
have you ever stopped to think 
that it is equally impossible for 
the scientist, or anyone else, to 
bring life to an end? You 
might, as an experiment, take 
an acre of ground and say to 
yourself, “In this acre I will

defeat life.” First, you would 
have to chop down every tree 
and cut off every living thing 
that grew there.

It is no 
exaggeration to say that in the 
Story of the crucifixion Jesus 
appears as goodness personi- 
fied. When he was betrayed 
he contined to love, when he 
was denied he continued tu be 
loyal, and when he was cruci- 
fied he continued to be for- 
Giving. If you want to see the 
real dimensions of goodness, 
look at Jesus. On the other 
hand, the dimensions of evil are 
represented by those who put 
Jesus todeath. The message 
here is that even these kinds 
of evil do not have the upper 
hand or the last word. Good- 
ness still prevails! 

Easter stands for hope over 
fear. It is probably safe to 
Say that the oldest hope of man 
is for life to continue beyond 
death.

of your regret and pity for my 
suffering, never again shall the 
dogwood tree grow large en- 
ough to be used as a cross. 
Henceforth it shall be slender 
and bent and twisted, and its 
blossoms shall be in the form 
of a cross---!wo long and two 
short petals. And in the center 
of the outer edge of each petal 
there will be nail prints, brown 
with rust and stained with red, 
and in the center of the flower 
will be a crown of thorns, and 
all who see it will remember.” 

A companion legend adds 
that at the dogwood’s flowering 
time there may be found near- 
by the inconsolable redbud, or 
Judas tree, whose tiny blooms 
soaked up the bad, purpled 
blood spilled from Judas’ throat 
when he hanged himself on that 
curious tree for Christ's be- 
trayal.

Nature's nastiest, most tre- 
acherous topography is quick- 
sand, Being sucked into the bo- 
wels of the earth by the mys- 
terious mire isa terrifying way 
to die. Yet people are more 
Susceptible to the sand today 
than ever before, and as the 
out door season approaches un- 
derstanding quicksand could 
Save your life. 

Millions of outing enthusiasts 
and sportsmen go boating, hunt- 
ing, fishing, and picnicking ev- 
eryday. They jump out onto 
Strange shorelines and traipse 
through marsh, muck , and for- 
ests. As the outdoor trend 
continues, more people are go- 
ing to be swallowed up by the 
gruesome death. But it is po- 
ssible to survive quicksand if 
you understand it before it 
grasps you, 

Separating the sand from fic- 
tion is important. The stereo- 
typed story has the lone fran- 
tic hand slipping under the 
Sand, a sad salute to the ending 
of countless stories and bad 
movies. A couple of classic 
novels have employed the night- 
marish goo. “The Moonstone“ 
and “The Hound of The Basker- 
villes” cast some oftheir char- 
acters into quicksand. 

All of this literature has hel- 
ped foster fantastic legends 
about quicksand. Some people 
believe it is evil voodoo. The 
deadly sand traps were dug by 
the devil and are chutes to hell, 
They maintain it is impossible 
to escape quicksand once one 
gets into it. Others don’t be- 
lieve quicksand exists at all, 
They think it is only fiction, 
A few concede that there is 
soft sand, and one will Sink only 
a few inches. 

More technical superstition- 
ists contend quicksand is akil- 
ler because ithas round grains. 
It is like falling in a pit of ball 
bearings. Their more progre- 
SSive prognosticators say that 
the global grains are also lub- 
ricated with oil or slime. Al- 
though these concepts are all 
false, many people still believe 
them. A microscope shows 
grains of quicksand to be no 
different from any other sand. 

World War Il inspired qui- 
cksand research, -During the 
final invasion of France and 
Germany, the American forces 
became concerned over the co- 
ndition of the countryside soils. 
Some of the swampy, bog-pla- 
gued land wouldn’t support 
heavy artillery. Some fields 
were studded with patches of 
quicksand and a few trucks and 
cannons sank out of sight.

Mysterious Quicksand 


“In America scientists sta- 
rted lugging buckets of quick- 
sand back to the laboratories,” 
Sgt. David Whittaker, a veteran 
paratrooper and woodsman, re- 
called. But the scientists found 
that the sand was no different 
from any other sand when they 
took it away from the pit. They 
began mixing it with water, 
but it had no effect, Finally, 
they forced water pressure 
from below the sand mass. It 
became quick. 


Quicksand often has a thin 
crust on it, but water pressure 
buoys up from the bottom. The 
result is a pit of sand grains 
resting on water. Whenthe wa- 
ter flow quits, the sand packs 
solid again. For this reason 
certain sand patches are quick 
sometime and at other times 
hard, 

One of the first man-made 
quicksand traps was construc- 
ted in 1950 by a research 
professor at Northwestern Uni- 
versity to study the phenomen- 
on, The quicksand scientist 
demonstrated how a large vat 
filled with ordinary sand could 
be made quicker or solid by 
water pressure. 

When water was sprayed onto 
the surface, it was simply wet 
sand like any beach. Forcing 
water from the borrom separ- 
ated the sand making a thin 
air-water space between the 
grains. A dummy pitched,into 
it would quickly sink, Even 
viewing the demonstrations 
with the dummy could make a 
man squeamish, 

Some sand is quicker than 
other pits. The lower the water 
pressure the less quick it is. 
The frightening result is that 
you sink slower in some sand 
than in others. 

“The most dangerous mis- 
conception the public has,” a 
University of Tennessee pro- 
fessor said recently, “is that 
‘quicksand is rare. This is not 
true. Every continent has 
quicksand. No survey exists, 
but there is probably quicksand 
in every state in America. 


Many people believe that qui- 
cksand exists only near water, 
Frequently it is near surface 
water. The horrible holes are 
sprinkled along both coast lines 
and around the Gulf. In keep- 
ing with their eerie atmosph- 
ere, Swamps seem to like the 
deadly lures. The Everglades 
and Okefenokee are dotted with 
the deadly laires. 

But quicksand isn’t partial

A woodcutter work- 
ing nearby heard her cries and 
rushed to her resuce and savy- 
ed the little girl’s life by kill- 
ing the wolf with his axe. For 
this act of bravery the towns- 
people proclaimed the wood- 
cutter a hero. 


But, at the inquest a few days 
later, some rather startling 
facts emerged. One, the wolf 
had not been advised of his 
rights by the woodcutter. Two, 
the woodcutter had made no 
warning swings before striking 
the fatal blow that killed the

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wolf. Three, the Civil Liber- 
ties Union stressed the point 
that although the act of eating 
grandma may have beenin poor 
taste, the wolf was, after all, 
“only doing his thing.” Four, 
the Students for a Democ- 
ratic Society (SDS) contended 
that the killing of grandma 
should be regarded as self- 
defense since she was over 
30 and, therefore, could not be 
taken seriously because the 
wolf was trying to make love, 
not war. 

On the basis of these over- 
whelming considerations, the 
woodcutter was promptly in- 
dicted for aggravated assault 
with a deadly weapon. Several 
hights later his cottage was 
mysteriously burned to the 
ground. 

One year from the date of 
the incident at grandma's 
house, her cottage was pro- 
claimed a shrine for the wolf 
who had died there. All the 
village officials spoke at the 
dedication, but it was Red Rid- 
ing Hood who gave the most tou- 
ching tribute of them all. She 
said that while she had been 
selfishly grateful for the wood- 
cutter’s intervention, she real- 
ized in retrospect that he (the 
woodcutter) had indeed over- 
reacted. As she knelt and pl- 
aced a lovely wreath in honor 
of the brave wolf, there wasn't 
a dry eye in the entire forest.

He 
was one of the few experts at 
hardening quicksand and soft 
Soils encountered on construc 
tion sites, Since quicksand re 
acts to certain chemicals which 
harden it, this is the method 
used in dealing with such pro 
blems 

For the outdoorsman, who 
must contend with the sand as 
it usually is, there are ways to 
escape the smothering sand 


traps Anyone who ventures 
off asphalt and concrete should 
be aware of them, If you walk 
onto soft ground and feel your 
self sinking, try to run. If the 
Sand isn't super quick it will 
be firm enough to give you en 
ough traction if you move fast 
Bul speed is important before 
sand grabs your legs 

If you're stuck yeil forhelp 
loud and clear, immediately 
If there's anyone in the vici- 
nity, he will be able to break 


a branch and extend it to you, 
If there's nothing else avail- 
able, a shirt, coat, or belt 
can be used for a rope. Get 
rid of any extra weight you are 
carrying. Regardless of how 
precious it is, get rid of it 
fast 


Don't panic and struggle if 
you can't run out of it, Fi- 
ailing about wildly onlv serves 


fo suck you deeper. Sand 
is heavier than water so it 
is easier to float in it. You 


can’t float upright though. St- 
retch out and try to swim 
out of the muck. Since the 
Sand is thick, you'll be able 
to pull yourself along in a 
deliberate breast stroke. Men 
have made only a foot an hour 
getting out. But they got out! 

Keep as much of your budy 
floating on the sand as pos- 
sible. This includes your arms, 
You don’t need the dramatics 
of the movies. Keeping your 
arms above your head only ser- 
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ves to make you slimmer so 
you'll slide under more easily. 


_ Once you have an understan.- 
ding of quicksand -- how it 
works--it removes some, but 
not all, of the horror. It is! 
Still just as deadly, But it is 
possible to get out of quick- 
Sand alive if you know how to 
cope with it. And now that you 
do, your outdoor activities this 
Spring and summer can be sa- 
fer, happier affairs.

WEED CONTROL 


Only about 25 percent ofthe 
corn planted in Coffee County 
is treated with herbicides to 
control grasses and weeds. | 
think that most growers are 
making’a big mistake. Of cour- 
se, a few farmers are able to 
control grasses and weeds by 
cultivation. Even these farm- 
ers, however, are making a 
mistake in the fall of the year 
to allow grasses and weeds to 
go to seed 

Peanuts usually follow corn 
in Coffee County. We have sev- 
eral excellent herbicides which 
will control most grasses and 
weeds in corn. By using one 
or more of these materials or 
the corn crop, many weed and 
grass seeds will not bearound 
to infest the following peanut 
crop 

I'd like to see much better 
control of weeds in corn this 
year. When you consider the 
advantages of controlling them 
Such as saving on fertilizer, 
moisture, and helping to el- 
iminate them from the peanut 
crop. the following year, it 
makes good sense to treat. We

ERRORS 
It is possible to protect 
yourself from billing errors 


Always use your credit card 
when you charge merchandise. 
And check the sales slip to

Be sure that the total is 
correct and in the proper place 
on all copies--not just the top 
copy. Save duplicate sales slips 
so you can check your bills 
against them.

Know when your bills are 
due and mail your payment 
in plenty of time to arrive 
before the deadline If you 
did mail the payment in time 
and the company still adds a 
finance charge, contact the 
company’s consumer relations 
department.

PLATFORM SHOES 


Shoes with heavy platform 
soles are still fashionable, even 
though lower shoes are seen i” 
shoe stores more these days. 

If you buy and wear the 
heavy platforms and clogs, be 
very careful to avoid falls and 
injuries.
